Called to Order. 


The convention was called to order nt 


12:20 and Rabbi Sale, of Sfe Louis, offered 
prayer. 


Tho Illinois delegation was escorted by 


the Cook county Kopublican Marching 
club and marched to the convention hall 
with Hon. Richard J. Olgesby, three 
times governor, twice United States sena- 
tor, at their bond. Beside him marched 
ex-Spvernor Joseph W. Fifer. 
The dele- 


gation was frequently cheered by the 
crowds who thronged the sidewalks on 
the way to the convention hall. 


Tho Ohio delegation was escorted by 


the Blnine^club, of Cincinnati. Mark 
Hanna at its head, supported on either 
side by Governor Bushuell and George 
Fox. 
Then came Governor Foraker fol- 


lowed by General Hiekeniooper. 
The 


delegation was enthusiastically cheered. 


The rabbi prayed with open eyes and 


with oratorical effect. 
The prayer was 


applauded. 


Secretary Manley then cairo forward 


and was greeted with cheers and read the 
call for the convention. At Ijhe close of 
the rending Chairman Carter presented 
C. W. Fairbanks, of Indiana, for tempo- 
rary chairman, amid great cheering. Ho 
was elected by aeelaminatiou and at once 
began tho delivery of hi» address. 
His 


reference to home markets was cheered. 


Fairbanks' Speech. 


Gentlemen of the convention: I am pro- 


foundly grateful for this expression of 
'our generous confidence. 
As citizens 


vc wore never called upon to discharge a 
more important duty than that which 
ests upon us, as the nomination of a 
iresident and vice president of the United 
itates. This duty is a peculiarly iiuprcs- 
ive one at this moment, for it is already 
vritten in tho book of fate that the choice 
if this convention will bo tho next presi- 
dent and vice president of this great re- 
public. Three years, of Democratic ad- 
ninistration have been three years of 
>nnic, wasted energy, [anxiety and loss to 
;he American people, without parallel in 
ur histoi-y. Today the people turn to the 
Republican party hopefully, confidently, 
and it is for us to meet their expectations; 
t is for us to gi/o them those candidates 
upon whom their hearts centered, and to 
;ive them a clear, straightforward, em- 
diatic expression of our political faith. 
The Republican party is a party of convic- 
tions; and it has written its convictions 
n the history of the republic with pen 
ind sword; with it the supreme question 
always has been, not what is merely "po- 
itio" but what is everlastingly "right." 
The great men we have given to tho na- 
tion and to history, the mighty dead aiid 
llustrious living, are our inspiration and 
lower of strength. If we are but true to 
;heir example, we cannot be false to our 
countrymen. 
For a third of a century 


jrior to the advent of the present Demo- 
cratic administration we operated under 
laws enacted by the Republican party, 
alFgreat measures concerning the tariff 
and the currency-originated wtith it. Its 
tariff laws are formed upon lines which 
protected our laborers and producers 
Ir&a unequal and unjust foreign com 
petition, and upon the theory that the 
best market in .the world is the home 
market and that It should- be enjoyed, by 
our own countrymen. 
Under its cur- 


rency laws our currency was made na- 
tional. 'Wildcat state bank notes which 
was the money of tho Democratic party 
was wiped out of existence. 
The unprec- 


edented demands growing out of the war 
were met by a jSaper currency which ulti- 
mately became as good as gold. Since 
the resumption of specie payments in 1879 
every dollar of our money, paper, silver 
and gold has been of equal purchasing 
power tha world over. The policy of tha 
party has been to rnafce and keep our cur 
rency equal to the best in the world 
Under the operation of tnese honest tar 
1ft, and honest money Rapnblican laws 
the^untry was in wealth and over be 
yond precedent. We easily outstripped al 
other powers in the commercial race. On 
Novambej; 5, 1893, there was work fo 
every man and bread for every mouth 
we hod reached high water mark. Labo 
received higher wages than ever and cap 
Ital was profitably and securely employed 
The National revenues were sufficient tc 
meet our obligation and leave a surplu 
in the treasury. 
Foreign and doinesti 


trade were greater in volume and valu 


;hat they ever had been. 
Foreign bal- 


inces were largely in oar favor. 
Euro- 


wan gold wa^ flowing toward us. But all 
ihis is changed. The cause is not hard to 
seek. Reaction began when it- beca'me 
tnown that the legislative and executive 
tranches of the government were to be 
Democratic. The Democratic party at 
hicago condemned tho protective tariff 
principal ns unconstitutional; and sol- 
emnly pledged itself to overthrow and de- 
stroy tbo BIcKinley Jaw and to adopt it 
"roe trndo policy in the 
United .States. 


This bolrl aggressive attack upun the long 
settled policy of tho Republican party 
jore its natural fruit and the lesult was 
shaken confidence, unsettled business, 
ind wo were soon dirftingagaiust the rock 
of dcstructoii. Before the work of do- 
nolition had actually begun a run was 
started upon the treasury reserve which 
he Republican party had accumulated 
or the protection of tho govcrnmout 
jrodit. The drain upon tho reserve for 
ho redemption qf tbo greenbacks and 
treasury notes greatly suprassed all prior 
'xperience and emphasized the discredit 
nto which the Deniooratieadministration 
iad fallen. An utter waut of confidence 
n tho administration possessed people. 
I'ho Democratic party was harmonious 
upon one subj ect, and that was the de- 
traction of tho McKrnloy law. But when 
hey came to exercise a creative faculty, 
ho enactment of a great revenue measure 
n its stead, there was discord, and tho 
mpcriled interests of the country watched 
nd waited through long and anxious 
nontbs for soino settlement oi that iin- 
lortant qxiestiou.

eflciency thus far amounts to sorae one 
nudred and fifty millions dollars and the 
nd is not yet, for tho deficiency grows 
ay liy day. This leaves tho treasury and 
ublio credit in constant peril. Our for- 
ign credit is impaired and domestic capi- 
nl fools insecure. 
Tho sectional favoritism of tho Wilson 


n\v was one of its marked features. 
Its 


low at sheep husbandryjwas an unpar- 
ouablo offense; it was flagrant wrong to 
irmers of the United States. This groat 
mlustry hud developed and grown under 
lepublicun protective Jaws until it was 
no of our greatest. 
We are now sending 


broad millions of dollars for wool which 
•ere paid to our f armors under the Mc- 
[inlcy law. 
Tho bill struck down reciprocity, one of 
lie highest achievements in the American 
tatosmanehip. 
No measure was ever 


nacted which more directly advanced tho 
nterestsof tho American farmers and 
lanufucturcrs than reciprocity. With its 
estriiction foil advantageous commercial 
grecnionts, under which their products 
vero surely finding larger and more pro- 
table markets and without the surrender 
f their own. 


Neither time nor place will permit fur- 


hor reference to this unfortunate legisla- 
.011 of-the Democratic party, noritshurt- 
ul and demoralizing effects. 
Suffice it 


o eay that it has been the groat and'crim- 
ial factor in breaking down confidence, 
becking progress, emptying tho treasury, 
rasing continued deficits and enforced 
lioness among millions of willing work- 
rs. 
To moot these monthly deficits and pro- 


ect our credit, and save the government 
rom protest, tbo president has boon forced 
o sell bonds; in other words he has been 
bliged to mortgage the future in time of 
cace to meet tho current obligations of 
ho government. 


This is in sharp contrast with tho Hc- 


lublicun record. Our tariff laws not on- 
y raised revenue but protected our do- 
nestic industries; they impartially pro- 
ootod tho fanner and tho manufacturer 
oth north and south, not only that, but 
hoy also raised sufficient revenue to grad- 
lally reduce the public debt and without 
mposins creivouH burdens upon the peo- 
ilo. During the administration of Har- 
ison §23li,000,000 of obligations were paid 
vhile Cleveland during the last three 
ears added to our interest bearing debt 
202,000,000. Against such Democratic 
inanciering tho Republican party enters 
ts emphatic pi-otest. Having attempted 
o reverse the tariff policy of tho United 
States with such lamentable results tho 
Democratic party now proposes to reverse 
iur currency policy. 
It turns to the currency as the parent 


it our ills. Its effort to shift tho respon- 
ibility will deceive no one. 
Its attack 


upon tho tariff, its record of inefficiency 
ind insincerity, is a part of tho tunlprtu- 
iate history of thlsrepublic. Thepresent 
currency system is the fruit of Republican 
wisdom. It has been adequate to all of 
our past necessities and if unoorrupted 
will meet our future requirements. 
Our 


greatest prosperity was attained when thp 
Republican currency laws were in full 
operation. 
When the Republican party 


was in power our currency was good. It 
wds made as good as tne best on the globe. 


We made sound money and we also 


made an honest prbtective tariff to go 
with it. Sound money and an honest pro- 
;ective tariff go hand in hand together, 
not one before the other. 


When, in the last half century of our 
history did the Democratic party advocate 
a financial policy that was in the best in- 
terests of the American people? Look at 
its anti-bellnm currency record. 
Con- 


sider its hostility to the currency rendered 
necessary by the exigency of war and later 
its effort to inflate the currency in time oi 
peace by issue of greenbacks. Witness its 
opposition to the efforts of the Republi- 
can party to resume specie payments. 
But four short years ago it declared for a 
return to the old discredited state bank 
currency. 


The Republican party has not been un 


friendly to the projjpr use of silver. 
Ii 


has always favored, and favors today, the 
use of silveras part of oar circulating me 
dium. But it lavors that use under sue! 
provisions an safeguards as shall not im 
peril our present national standard. 


The Democratic administration was 


absorbed in its efforts to break down th 
McKinley law and empty tho treasury,tha 


t hud no time to promote international 
)iinetallism, begun by Harrison. 


Those who prolcf to believe this govern- 


ment can control other great commercial 
mwers, open its mints to thu free and in- 
lependent coiniigo of silver at the ratio of 
0 to 1, when tho commercial ratio in all 
great markets is 30 to 1 and at the same 
.ime not drive every dollar of gold out of 
circulation, but deceive themselves. 


Great and splendid and powerful as our 


government is, it cannot accomplish iui- 
lossibilitiee. It cannot create value. It 
las not the alchemist's subtle art of trans- 
nitting unlimited silver into gold, nor 
:an it, by omnipotent fiat make fifty 
:ents worth ono hundred cents. As well 
undertake by resolution of congress to 
nspend thu law of gravitation as attempt 
o compel an unlimited number of fifty 
ent dollars to circulate wi tn one hun- 
dred cent dollars at parity with each oth- 
r. .Attempt to compel unlimited dollars 
jf such unequal value to circulate at par- 
ty is bad in morals and is vicious in pol- 
cy. 
Upon opening our quints to the in- 


epcmlcnt free coinage of silver, our for- 
ign credit would be withdrawn and our 
omostic credits would be greatly cur- 
ailed. Moro than this, there would boa 
ertain and sudden contraction of our 
urroncy by the expulsion of §630,000, 
00 of gold, and our paper and silver cnr- 
eucy would instantly and greatly depre- 
iato in purchasing power. But one re- 
ult would follow this: enterprise would 
o further cm barrassed, business demor- 
liy.alion would be increased, and still 
urthor and serious injury would bo in- 
ictccl upon laborers, tanners, merchants 
nd nil those whose welfare depends up- 
n wholesome commerce. 
Wo should not begin our contest for 


oinnu'rcinl supremacy by destroying uur 
urrency standard. All leading powers 
ith which wo nmst compote suspended 
10 free coinage of silver when tho iu- 
reascd production of silver foiced the 
ommercial ratio above the coinage ratio 
o gold. Shall we ignore their ripened 
xpuriencc? Shall wo attempt what they 
avo found utterly impossible? 
Sound currency defrauds no one. It is 
ooc* alike in tho hands of tho omployo 
nd employer; laborer and capitalist. 
Its 


•orth, its stability, we go forward plan- 
ing for future. 
The capitalist erects his 


ictories, acquires his material, employs 
is artisans, mechanics and laborers. Ho 
s so confident that his margin will not bo 
wept away by fluctuations in the ourren- 
j. The laborer knows that tlio money 
urned by his toil is as honest as his labor 
nd that it has' unquesitoned purchasing 
ower. He likewise knows that it re- 
uires as much labor to earn a poor dollar 
s it does a good one; and he also knows 
mt when poor money is abroad itfsurely 
nils its way into his pocket. 
The Republican party believes in dovol- 


pmeut of our ndfvy and merchant marine 
util wo establish our undisputed suprom- 
cy upon high seas. The struggle for 
3uban liberty enlists the ardent sympa- 
hy of the Republican party which htis 
Ivon to liberty Its fullest meaning on 
his continent. 
We wish to see a new 


epublic born on Cuban soil to greet the 
ew century whoso dawn is already pur- 
ling tho east.

Over Forty Thousand to Be Taken from 


Eastern Orecon to Mont ana and Dakota. 
F>J. Hagenbarth, who represents tho 


Wood Live Stock company of Idaho and 
Utah, is making preparations for a big 
drive of sheep from this section to east- 
ern ranges. It will be the largest band 
ot sheep ever started on its summer 
drive from eastern Oregon, saj s the Pen- 
dleton East Orcgonian. Mr. Hagen- 
barth has already purchased 
40,000 


sheep for the drive, and will buy still 
more, so that when the drive begins 
there will be about 43,000. They are 
mostly yearling ewes, and are destined 
part for southern. Montana and part for 
Dakota". The sheep will be placed on 
ranges and grown, some for 'mutton 
only, and about 25,000 for wool and 
nfutton. The company represented by 
Mr. Hagenbarth has headquarters in 
Beaver canyon, Idaho. The sheep have 
been purchased in Umatilla, Morrow 
and Cook counties. 


Mr. Hagenbarth will employ 28 men 


and use 48 horses in the enterprise 
He has adopted an idea which will be 
new among men making these eastern 
drives. The custom has been to carr; 
r.Il supplies in wagons. It being neces 
gtry to keep the wagons near the shec] 
the di ive had to follow the beaten paths 
and often the sheep suffered for wiur 
of sufficient food. They were often 
taken over long stretches where dry 
dusty plains caused the loss of many 
sheep. Mr. Hagenbarth will carry all 
supplies on pack horses, and can, there- 
fore, go through the mountains, where 
the grass is plentiful, ignoring the 
roads, going anywhere he pleases so 
long- as +here are trails over which the 
pack Corses can travel. As they can 
travel almost any vs here, the sheep can 
be kept on good feed all the time, am 
Mr. Hagenbarth anticipates taking his 
sihsep through in good condition and 
with minimum loss.

ST. LOUIB, June 16.—There will be 


no dramatic exit from the national 
convention, nor will there be held any 
separate convention by the free silver 
republicans. The western men fore- 
see defeat and will accept it as philo- 
sophically as possible, although not 
without a vigorous protect both here 
and at home. 


No formal conference of this faction 


of the party was held yesterday, but 
Mr. Teller, wherever he has happened 
to be, has been the magnet that at- 
tracted every silver man in St. Louis. 
The private talks he has had with 
those who believe with him has con- 
vinced him that the silver element of 
the party is in deadly earnest and will 
not accept anything short of a deaf 
cut and unequivocal declaration for 
the free and unlimited coinag-e of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


"The managers of Maj. MeKinley's 


campaign are conducting themselves 
in a fashion that, to speak mildly, is 
foolish," said 
Senator 
Teller, last 


evening. "Do they think that the 
voters of the silver states are to be 
misled by any catch-penny phrase they 
may insert in the platform?" contin- 
tinued Mr. Teller. "To believe thus 
is, an inbuit to the intelligence to the 
people of the west 
It matters noth- 


ing to us whether the word "gold" ap- 
pears in the 
platform or whether 


the effort is made to hide it under 
the 
terms 
"existing 
standard." 


Everybody knows that they mean 
the same thing, and our people would 
have infinitely more respect for the 
republican party if it came out plainly 
for gold instead of foisting upon them 
a miserable straddle. We have respect 
for those who are opposed to us and 
who boldly assume their position. 
But with parties, as with men, respect 
disappears and we have nothing but 
contempt for those who have not the 
courage of their convictions." 


Mr. Teller has called a caucus for 


this evening of the iree-silver members 
of the committee on resolutions. He 
recognises the fact that the silver men 
are in a hopeless minority, but thoy 
will go over the ground as carefully 
as if they controlled the situation. 
Knowing that they are to meet defeat, 
plans for the future will doubtless 
be discussed. When it comes to the 
meeting of the committee a plank 
declaring for free coinage as inter- 
preted by Mr. Teller will be submitted 
by him. This of course, will be voted 
down. A compromise will then be of" 
fered in the shape of a proposition to 
coin the American product only. This 
too will meet the fate of the more ad- 
vanced proposition. It is not improb- 
able that a third proposition promis- 
ing future legislation favorable to sil- 
ver will be submitted, the bilver men 
not abandoning: hope utjtil every offer 
has been rejected.
